laid is one just completed at China, 
Cal. It is made mostly with molas- 
ses, and it proves all of the success 
claimed for it, it may point a way for 
the sugar planters of the south prof- 
itably to dispose .of tile millions of 
useless molasses *hich they are said 
to have on hand. The molasses used 
is a refuse product, hitherto believed 
to be of no value. It is mixed with 
a certain kind of sand to about the 
consistency of asphalt and laid like 
an asphalt' pavement. The compo- 
sition dries quickly and becomes quite 
hard, and rcsssins so. The peculiar 
point of it is that the sun only makes 
it drier and harder, instead of soften- 
ing itj as might be expected.

OIL AND GAS. 


BIG LOSS IN OIL LEASING. 


Chief Engineer Perkins, of 
the 


State Board of Public Works, has 
made an estimate of tbe amount of 
oil that is being secured from State 
canal lands by oil companies under 
leases. It amounts to 83,000 in value 
a day, or more than $900,000 a year. 
The State realizes under the leases 
for the property only about $6,000, 
This loss to the State is due to a pro- 
vision of the constitution, under 
which the commonwealth is pro- 
hibited from speculating, Attozuey- 
General itichards has decided that 
the State could not utilize or dispose 
of the oil in the manner done by com- 
panies or private citizens without en- 
gaging in a speculation. 


L. G. Neeley, a well known oil 


man, V.olds a large tract of land along 
that body of water under a lease from 
the State, and he desired to secure 
the additional tract. Sir. Neeley was 
the first to develop the oil field in 
that section, and expected to get the 
additional lease without trouble. 


It develops the application made 


by Neeley was turned down without 
proper cause, and it is alleged it was 
done for the personal profit of a 
member ot the department. 
As 


there is a law against any auch action 
on the part of a State official and 
especially on the part of a member of 
tbe Department ot Public Works, 
the affair is exciting quite a breeze 
at Columbus.

FAMED GRETNA GREEN, 


Where Cupid Met Hymen in the 


Good Old Times. 


The old Scotch law that a couple 


who declared themselves husband and 
wile in the presence of two witnesses 
were legally married was the basis of 
Gretna Green's fame, -for that little 
village was just over the line be- 
tween England and Scotland and un- 
til 1856, when an act was passed 
which provided that one of the con- 
tracting parties must have lived at 
least twonty-one' days in Scotland 
previous to the ceremsny; the chief 
industry of the permanent dwellers 
there was joining fleeing lovers in 
the holy bonds of wedlock. 


In the halcyon days of Gretna 


about 300 marriages were celebrated 
yearly and commoners and nobles 
vied each other in mad hurry to that 
charitable shrine over which Hymen 
presided. Priests were not necessary 
and toll-keeperg, inn-keepers and a 
curious hodge-podge of men were ever 
on hand to tie the knot. In most 
cases records were kept and the old 
books to this day are frequently 
brought Into the grave English law 
courts to settle mighty questions of 
inheritance and descent.

The minutes of last meeting were 


read and approved. 


Oae hundred aad live citizens pe- 


titioned lor an ordinance to prohibit 
the erection of oil derricks and drill- 
ing of oil wells withiu the city limits. 


Mr. Allen ruuved that the solicitor 


be instructed to prepare the ordi- 
nauce. He said a neighbor of his 
had been cotilied by bis insurance 
company ibat uis insurance would be 
cancelled on account of an oil well 
being drilled near his residence. The 
same residence had narrowly escaped 
being burned on account of the well 
being so close. 


Attorney Lonjtsworth, who was 


present, stated that he represented 
property owners who wanted their 
property protected. He understood 
that a new well was proposed on 
south Collett street, within 150 feet 
of a dwelling house. He said the 
statutes gave the council authority 
to pass such an ordinance to protect 
the citizens. He said an ordinance 
snould be prepared providing that no 
well could be drilled within 400 feet 
of a dwelling. 


Robeit Parmenter stated that be 


was interested in a well to be drilled 
on bis property in the west part of 
town, and that an injunction suit 
had already been filed to prevent the 
well from being drilled. He thought 
the counuil should not attempt to 
pass or enforce an ordinance until 
the court decided the injunction, and 
doubted if a property owner could be 
prevented from building a derrick 
and drilling an oil well if he so de- 
sired. 


The opinion of the solicitor was 


asked for, and he said that he was of 
the opinion that an ordinance could 
be passed to prevent the drilling of 
wells aad would be legai, but no de- 
cision had ever been handed down 
from any court. 


Mr. Foley thought 400 feet was too 


great a distance to include in the or- 
dinance. 


Mr. Kiplinger said he would rath- 


er have the distance 1,000 feet from 
a dwelling.

the court in the temporary injunc- 
tion of which Mr. Parmenter had 
spoken, any number of new wells 
could be put down within the city 
limits. The motion to have the new 
ordinance prepared WES carried. 


Health officer Rudy reported that 


the opening of the Timberlake sewer, 
the TIMES-DEMOCRAT having called 
attention to the fact a short time 
ago, was in very bad sanitary con- 
dition and that the disease germs 
which were constantly emitted from 
the mouth of the sewer, had already 
caused three cases of fever in the 
neighborhood. The cases were re- 
ported by Dr. A. W. Kahle, who re- 
commended that for temporary re- 
lief the sewer be flushed as often as 
twice a week.

What the two powers, Germany and 


Austria, would do in some future Rus- 
sian advance toward Constantinople re- 
mains to be seen. As long as they are 
cot occupied with serious business of ! 
heir own they will be at liberty to ' 
watch the movements of their giant ri- 
val. But let war break out between Gor- 


•iny and prance, and the situation will 


changed -at once. How easy it will 
: then for Enssia to claim the object 


of her ambition as a reward for support 
,o Germany or even in return for a be- 
cevolent neutrality! A precedent for 
such a cotuse is to be found in her in- 
torming the powers assembled in Lon- 
don in 1871 that she considered herself 
no longer bound by the article ia ths 
treaty of Pans which required the ueu- 
lalazation of the Black sea. What Rus- 
sia would do with her prize when she 
jad secured it is a speculation into which 
ihere is little need to enter. That con- 
sideration does not trouble the minds of 
iose who cast longing eyes upon the 
;lories of the Golden Horn. 


Bussia will not be deterred from seek- 


ing possession, of Constantinople by 
fears of criticism without or complica- 
tions within her borders. For the ono 
she will still have her diplomacy and 
for the other her divine mission. If, as 
the mistress of Constantinople, she com- 
manded the mouths of the Danube, she 
might soothe Germany and Austria with 
a promise of a strict neutrality in those 
waters. If "Moscow would be jealous 
of the new Byzantium and Byzantium 
would hate Moscow" the same tactics 
that reconciled Moscow to St. Peters- 
burg would reconcile both to the new

As to the types of horses now in de- 


mand they are clearly defined. The 
average American wants to eo fast. 
This is an iubied, loug cultivated taste; 
hence the spec-d" road horsu will nut 
want for piirchuiers. Bnt he nni<=t now 
be handsome as well as fast. The heavy 
English and continental vehiulM de- 
signed for family ube in boulevard and 
park are every day more aud more in 
demand. There is nothing to indicate 
aiiy special change in their construction 
that would affect tbe style of horse stilt- 
ed to them. Ball beatings, as we recent- 
ly pointed out, will permit; of their 
draft by smaller aud lighter horses than 
are now used, but the fitness of tilings 
—tbe proportion between horse aud car- 
riage—must be preserved at all events, 
however light the draft; hence we con- 
clude that the heavy harness horse, or 
the coach horse, will not want for pur- 
chasers, and we see no reason to antici- 
pate any material change in the style of 
this horse which is KO'.v popular. 


The draft horse, like the poor, we 


shall always havo with us. At least we 
are strongly of the opinion that no in- 
vention will interfere with the market- 
ing of the crop of drafters that may b3 
foaled next year, so that the breeder 
may select his maies- and stallions with 
a feeling of perfect security on that 
point.

Covering 


The best covering is one that is cool 


and moist while at the same time ex- 
cluding air the best. Many have used 
very successfully greea or even wet 
weeds and gras«. This soon rots suffi- 
ciently to form an almost impervious 
stratum over tbe surf nee. Usually about 
two feet of tramped damp green ma- 
terial is used. It is erpected of course 
that this will all rot down into a toft, 
Bliiny mni-s. If the heat is very great in 
tho silo, which it is likely to bu if the 
material put in is rather dry, this cov- 
ering may become fire funged and dry 
instead of rotten. The object of using 
water and trampling ensilsge is to causes 
a better solidification, thereby excluding 
more air than if left unwot and un- 
tramped and to arrest tho heating of the 
material 


Ensilage appears to be better if it 


heats after being put in the silo, but 
this heating should be arrested in a 
fihort time, or it will produce mold. Aa 
to the quantity of water, that should 
depend altogether on the character of 
tho material put in. Only judgment can 
direct tuia mstter. If the ocra is quite 
immature, there should be no occasion 
for watering it. If it is mature and dry, 
then it would htar considerable water, 
especially at the surface. There are no

and thurest," said a diamond men-bant. 


The;* receive good wages, about |112£ 
*r iiiumli, stud are hired for a term of 
thre« mouths During this period they 
re confined iu compounds located on 
ho edge of tho mines. The compounds 
on.«ist of rows of buddings of corrugated 
ron, forming a hollow square,, stirround- 
d by a high board fenco and covering 
evtral acres of ground. Within this cor- 
al are stores, a hospital, boarding houses' 
aud other conveniences. Wood and wa- 
er aru foniibbed free, bnt no alcoholic 
iqncr.-. :ire allowed. During their term 
f service tho natives are not allowed to 
lave any communication with the ont- 
iido world aud are under a system of 
•lose per.-oual surveillance iu order to 
ireveut the then of diamonds. When 
uey come np from tho miuo shaft, they 
tre carefully searched, and many in- 
;euious methods are adopted to reduce 
ha loss from thistource. to a minimum. 


however, the theft of diamonds sn!l 
•ominues. It is estimated that from 10 
o 20 per cent of the diamonds found 
are stolen r-very year. In order to pre- j 
vent this a veiy stringent law was pass- 
ed, providing that all rough diamonds 
honld be registered with the detective 
jtirean of tho government as soon as 
they were found, aud that every man 
who sold ,\ diamond must give with il 
a certificate of registry. 


"Tho penalty for having an unregis- 


tered rough diamond is seven years on 
tho Cape Town breakwater, and the 
mere fact of pu>sessiou is' prima facie 
evidence and will secure conviction. So 
it happens that if one laborer wants to 
do up another he manages to hlip a 
rough diamond into tho other laborer's 
coat, or into his room, and then tells 
the police to keep a sharp lookout Of 
course tho police make a search, the 
contraband stone is found, and the man 
is in fur n term of seven years. A great 
many tu.jnst sentences have unquestion- 
ably been secured in this way, but de- 
spite the opposition to the law the com- 
pany is powerful enough to keep it in 
forca 


"There are other diamond fields out- 


sido of tho Kimberley district, but they 
turd difficult to work and are mainly ex- 
ploited bv ilig^-rs Vr<;rkiijR on thuirev.u 
account. The total product is not large. 
and the work is very arduous, the dig- 
gers being mostly men who hava been 
thrown out of work by the consolidation 
of the Kiruborley mines into one vabt 
corporation ninl tho subsequent restric- 
tion of production. This latter, by the 
way, 
has hnd a curious effect upon tho 


town of Kiniberlt'y itself. 
As lato as 


four yearn ago Kimbcrley had a popula- 
tion of 25,000 or 30,OvIO people. It v,as 
laid out It.r a tfri-at city aud enjoyed for 
a time n big boom. 


"Fine biick blocks and residences 


wore built, h-itt'ls and theaters aud wa- 
terworks and everything pertaining to 
a modern city. Now a good third of 
tho^e places are empty, and Kimberley is 
as ae.ul as a New England town that is 
dependent tipun a single mill. All tho 
snpplics and machinery for the mines 
are now bought of course by a sinplo 
company, so that more than two-thirds 
of thi1 buMue.-s of the town is gone. 
There is nothing there to sustain a town 
except ihu mine, and with the opening 
up of the golilfielils much of the popu- 
lation moved on north to Johannesburg. 


"Although the existence of gold in 


tho Transvaal bad been known for years, 
yet the Boers disliked tho invading 
prospectors and for a time kept them 
out by l.iw. Afterward a more liberal 
spirit prevailed, and tho Boer govern- 
ment offered reward for the finding of 
paying goldtields. But it was not until 
IbSS that tho now celebiated gold bear- 
ing reef m .* hich the bulk of South Af- 
rican gold is ft mud was discovered, and 
it was not until four years later that the 
opening of the celebrated Sheba mine 
and its phenomenal yield, pave rise to a 
fever. Then prospectors poured in from 
E.in:berloy and the Cape, coming by 
pn«h cart, wagon, horseback or on foot- 
In a year there wero 10,000 persons in 
tho district. Th« confer of the excite- 
iricut waii tho little town of Barbertou, 
bnt this section was soon thrown into 
tho shade by iho discoveries on the \?;t- 
w.ueisrand. But while tho excitement 
Listed tho DP Kaap fields, aa they wero 
known, had their day, and 9f> com- 
panies with a nominal capital of floo,- 
000,000, wore floated, and many of the 
pluires sold at a tremendous premium. 
JVlost of thc^e mines are now abandoned, 
tiu>-oj.'h the Sbeba mine is still a big 
producer.''—Now York Soil.

For young cohs oats alone with grass 


or hay, nccording to die season, should 
be allowed. In winter half oats and 
corn, ground or whole, may be fed with 
benefit, unless the young things are in- 
tended for racing and are iu warm ila- 
bles, when the com woald be too heat- 
ing. All last working horses should 
have three meals daily. The hour-, of 
feeding are of great importance. The-.-o 
should be if possible the same daily. 


Watering is of fully as much impor- 


tance as the foedinjr. A horse is partic- 
ular as to the water 1* drinks, yet h« 
may be accustomed to any water if fit 
for human use. Running water is beit. 
That of ponds without outlet or inlet i> 
the worst, and should uever be n*vd. 
Well water may be given without feiir. 
\Vater should always be given, if the 
horse will drink, before feeding and im- 
mediately after fowling. In line wnatlur 
water frequently. 
Only a li-w quarts 


should be given at a timt-, fur a heated 
horse will take more ih-tn is good for 
him. 
Upon stopping let the horse have 


two or three light sips, just enough to 
moisten his throat, and wl-r-n starting 
give him six quarts or more, as the oc- 
casion seems to demand. Under no cir- 
cumstances allow a heated horse to 
drink heartily. 


The importance of steadiness and care ] 


in tho management of a stable and in 
tho grooming of horses cannot be over- 
estimated. Always be kind to a horse, 
and not have him in constant fear, as! 
this has made many ugly holies. Many I 
stablemen imagine that the cvrrycomb ' 
is nn instrument for cleaning uie logs 
and body of the horse. 
Its only use 


fchonld be to clean the brush and to loos- 
en the scurf on the fleshy—not bony— 
parts of the body. Clean when the horse 
is dirty, always once a day when the 
horse is kept in the stable. Hordes that 
run m pastures m summer require HO 
grooming. Always clean the horse's 
legs when brought in from the mud or 
Enow. If this is neglected, it will cause 
bcratche^. stocked legs, etc. 


Blanketing is always necessaiy when 


the horse is standing m the stable in 
winter. A light sheet is about as neces- 
sary ia summer. A horse should always 
be blanketed when standing in a draft 
or in rain. 
Use a cloth or a rubbej 


blanket, as the case may be. In blanket- 
ing a horse see that the blanket is fcuffi- 
ciently large to cover the animal from 
the neck to the tail. See also that the 
breast flaps protect this sensitive part, 
aud that the blanket is laige enough to 
cover suit's and flanks fully. 


The feet uro half the horse. In fact. 


n horse with bad feul is aa nearly a 
worthess animal as is possible. When 
the horse is brought in from the road, 
each foot should be examined with a 
pick to see that no gravel or hard sub 
fitauco has found lodgment between the 
frcg and shoe. If the hoof i? inclined to 
be hard and brittle, oil it. 
In all re- 


spects kindness ami attention to a horse 
arc both satisfactory and lemuneranve.
